LOST CANOEISTS PICKED UP? 


Two. Missing Youths Believed: to be 
on Board Steamer. 


* Thonias Jordan and Clarence Brown, 


the two youths-who left Gravesend Bay 
Sanday noon in an 18-foot canoe: and 
have not been héard from since, are 
on board an oil or tramp steamer bound 
for some tropical port,’ if the supposi- 
tion of two ‘clamdiggers, who saw the 
canoe and the steamer near each other 
Sunday afternoon, is correct. It is 
‘thought that the steamer is not edquippel 
“with wireless, and that therefore the 
missing youths will not be heard from 
until after they have reached land. 

William. Decker of Ulmer Park, L. L., 
and’ William Cromwell of MacKeesport, 
Penn., are the clamdiggers who saw the 
young mien. They told their story last 
night in the Bath Gate- Police Station to 
the parents-of the boys and the detec- 
tives- looking for- the canoeists. They 
were digging clams in the lower bay, 
they said, when Jordan and Brown pad- 
dled up in the canoe. They positively 
identified the boys from photographs. 

** We told the boys that the ctifrent 
was running out to sea pretty strong, 
and that they had better get into our 
dory and let us tow their canoe in,’’ 
Decker said; ‘‘ but they wouldn't mind 
us. They said: they wanted to paddle 
over to Swinburne Island, and that then 
they would go home, 

“They paddled off and we watched 
them until ‘they were almost out of 
sight, and, all of a sudden, it looked 
to us as if they were being carried out 
to sea. We thought we had better go 
after ‘them aud got out our oars. Sure 
enough, aS soon as’ we were within 
shouting. distance we: heard. the boys 
calling: for. help. We pulled as hard as 
we could, because the boys were getting 
intg rough water. and we. were still far 
away from > them. 

“Then we a big steamer coming be- 
tween “us and the canoe. She looked 
like a tramp or oil steamer and she was 
going out. From her course we figured 
that she would pass right by the boys, 
and pretty soon she came between us 
and them and we couldn’t see the canoe 
any more. 

“Then, while the canoe was still out 
of our. sight, the steamer stopped. She 
was broadside to us then, so Wwe could 
sée that she wasn't-moving. In about 
five or ten minutes she went on, but 
when she had gotten out of the way we 
couldn’t see-anything of either the boys 
or. the canoe. We rowed around quite 
a bit, but couldn’t find a trace of the 
canoe. It seems to me the steamer cer- 
tainly must have picked up the boys anda 
hauled their canoe on board.”’ 

Decker’s story gave the parents of the 
boys. such hope that they were not ap- 
‘prehensive over a report that a canoe 
lad been washed ashore at Bastport, L. 
LL. yesterday afternoon.

IS MUCH BRIGHTER 


Grey’s Suggestion of a Federal 
System of Government 
Well Received. 


UNIONISTS CONCILIATORY

Persons -Without Tickets Will Be 
Enabled to Use Station as Tun- 
nel Under Busy Crossing. 


The Public Service Commission yester- 
day approved of the plans for. section 
2 of the B. R. T. Broadway subway, 
which will stretch from Twenty-sixth 
Street, toward which construction has 
already begun, to Thirty-eighth Street. 
The commission authorized advertise- 
ments for bids, which will be opened on 
April 24,-so that construction should 
be begun~ on this werk of Broadway 
early in July. 

This is one of tne most important 


calls for a four-track line. <A_ local 
station is to be built at Twenty-eighth 
Street,, with entrances in Twenty- 
eighth and’ Twenty-ninth Streets, and 
an express station under Greeley 
Square is to ~have entrances | near 
Thirty-second Street and Thirty-fourth 
Street. 

The two island platforms .of the ex- 
press station, which will be known as 
Thirty-fourth Street, will begin north 
of Thirty-second. Street and stretch 
north of Thirty-fourth. A large mez- 
zanine platform is to be provided at 
each end. The southern one will be 75 
feet broad from side to side .of*the ‘sta- 
tion and about, 60 feet long.‘ To reach 
it from the eastern. side of Broadway 
there will be two entrances constructed 
on the sidewalk in’ front of the Hotel 
Martinique,-one facing to the north and 
the other to the south.

I believe it my duty, to specifically direct 
your attention to certain subjects of leg- 
islation now pending before you, some 
of which our party is pledged by its 
platform of last year to enact into law.

‘1. A law for preferential voting at 
So universal was the de- 
mand for legislation of this nature that 
it was made a plank in the platform of% 
all parties... We must’ admit that it is 
most desirable that candidates, should be 
nominated by a majority of the voters, 
and not represent the choice of a minor- 
ity. I believe there is a Senate bill.-now 
in the House which will accomplish the 


desired pepo, but if it. is considered 
that it will not, I recommend, that a 

committee be appointed to prepare a 
new bill which will meet our promise. 

**2. The consolidation of State boards 
and departments. -It is generally be- 
lieved, and with ‘good reason, that we 
have too many boards’ and departments, 
and that by consolidation some money 
can be saved and more efficient results 
obtained. The recommendations of the 
Economy, and Efficiency Committee 
should receive careful consideration. If 
the combinations advised by its report 
(and with a 
Pfew of them I do not agree,) some other 
plan can be worked out, but in the main 
the recorhmendations should be adopted. 
If all the bills prepared by the commit- 
tee were passed, i do not believe there 
could be saved the annual sum*of. money 
stated in the report, or anything ap- 
proximating it, but some savi would 
result and more efficiency could bé at- 
tained by a consolidation. of _depart- 
ments, 

**3. Revision of the method. of assess- 
ing property for taxation. ‘The incom- 
petence of -assessors; their desire to 
please certain property owners; the lack 
of uniform ruies for valuing ‘property, 
and the inequalities existing between 
taxing districts, are a few of the rea- 
sons which justify complaints against 
our taxing system. If we could secure 
competent assessors, remove them from 
political contrel,: and place them under 
some responsible authority, most of the 
evils ‘would disappear. I know _that 
every assessor who.wants to hold nis 
job, .as-well as: every political machine 
that desires to fill offices, is opposed to 
this roposition, but the taxpayers 
favor ie, : 

‘4. A change in the management in 
the State prison-and a better system for 
the employment of convicts. We ‘are 
endeavoring to escape from the toils of 
the convict labor contractor and find 
State work for the inmates of the prison. 
Too many boards and persons in au- 
thority have hampered and retarded this 
oped and we must change our_laws so 

that there will be but one board respon- 
sible for the care and: employment of 

risoners. I had thought that the same 
ard could take charge of the disposi- 
tion of products of convict labor, but 
those who’ have made a closer study of 
the subject recommend a separate board, 
and I bow to what I consider their bet- 
ter judgment. 

*5a A more liberal method of amend- 
ing the Constitution.

Legislature’ Tacks a Referendum on 
1s Freeholders Measure.

TRENTON, N. J., March 31.—Goyv. 
Fielder to-day signed the McGinnis bill 
authorizing ten or more persons to form 
a corporation for the paying of bene- 
fits not to exceed $100 in any one case, 
and the Martens measure placing muni- 
cipal employes on a salary basis, the 
fees going into the municipal treasuries. 
He vetoed the Carroll bill which would 
have permitted live stock 
companies to do business on 25 per cent. 
of the authorized capital stock. 

The Senate passed a bill abolishing 
the present Board of Managers of the 
State Homte for Girls and providing for 
a new board of five members instead of 
nine. Senator. Colgate’s bill to permit 
incorporated imedical societies of other 
States to experiment in animal diseases 
in.this State was passed. The bill is for 
the Denefit of the Rockefeller $1,000,000 
fund. The Senate defeated bills permit- 
ting..city governing boards to plant 
oe trees and assess the costs; re- 

a uniform system of accounting 
eg cities and counties; defining powers 
ot police M 
cities; permitting governing boards of 
Cities to provide fines of $200 for ordi- 
nance viglations, and establishing bu- 
reaus Of labor in counties. 

Senator Hennessy’s resolution for an 
amendment to the Constitution provid- 
ing for the election of Assemblymen by 
districts was concurred in by the House. 
The measure will have to be adopted 
again next year before it is submitted 
to the voters for ratification. 

The Assembly passed the ‘measures 
reorganizing the Board of Health and 
consolidating ‘the Commission on .Tu- 
berculosis among Animals with the 
Board of Health. It killed the bill es- 
tablishing a department of commerce 
and navigation and consolidating there- 
in the Inland Waterways Department, 
the Ship Canal Commission, the Pilot- 
age Commission, and Power Vessels In- 
spectors. 

Although they had done the Gov- 
ernor’s bidding on the Economy and 
Efficiency bills and the resolution for 
election’ of Assemblymen by districts, 
the House Democrats joined with the 
Republicans in amending the mandatory 
small Board of Freeholders. bill by tack- 
ing on a referendum.

At the last Session of the Ohio Legis- 


lature a law was passed providing for |) 


the payment of miners on a run-of-the- 
mine basis instead of on the screen 
payment plan, which has always. pre- 
vailed in this State. This law is the 
cause of: the shutdown; because, al- 
though it does mot take effect until 
May 20, the operators refttse fo renew 
contracts with the miners, which ex- 
pire to-morrow, until conditions result- 
ing from the law become more settled, 
These conditions are as follows: ai 
While the new law provides that Ohio 
operators shall pay their miners for 
all coal they mine, competitive opera- 
tors in Pennsylvania and Indiana, 
through the recent renewal of con- 
tracts at “Chicago, will continue ‘to 
pay .their. men only for coal that 
is passed over a screen. Since the 
United Mine Werkers are expectéd. 
to demand that the operators shall pay 
on the same basis per ton as under the 
ola agreement, the operators. have 
agreed that their only course is to sus- 
pend business, as under such conditions. 
they could not hope to compete with 
Indiana and Pennsylvania miners. 
Their hope is that the new law -will 
be. held unconstitutional, or that ulti- 
mately it will be repealed. 
The miners had signified their readi- 
ness to continue at work temporarily, 


but’ the operators rejected the plan. 
The miners have fought for an anti- 
screen law for the past thirty. years.

FEW “SIDE LINES” ABROAD 


Mr. Jewell Héeatd Everybody Was 
“ Hesitating * Here, but He-Does 
Not Find At So in Business.

Mahy Americans who havé passed 
along the Rue dé la Paix, in Paris, have 
been struck by. signs. on -one place of 
business which read, 
ists,’ .and “‘American’ Druggists.” 
Arthur: F..-Jewell, head of the firm 
which owns Roberts & Co., explained 
that while these were. primafily the 
same thing, there were differences. Mr. 
Jewell, who is making his first trip to 
the United, States, has been studying 
conditions in the drug trade in this and 
other -cities. 

‘“The store of Roberts. & Co., in 
Paris was established in 1820, during the 
reign “of Louis XVII.,; when: Dr, 
Raeberts a London chemist, was invited 
td come over to Paris by the British 
Iembassy, becausé, the French and Eng- 
lish pharmacopeia being different, and 
it. being at that time the fashion to sell 
impure drugs in Paris, the filling of 
physician’s prescriptions was an unsat- 
isfactory process,’’ he said. ‘‘ We might 
perhaps have ‘séveral establishments in 
Paris, but the French laws will not al- 
low the same firm more than one place 
of business. Chains of drug stores such 
aS are familiar in New York, would for 
that reason be impossible to establish 
in Paris. 

“<I have found that a drug store heré 
is not the Same aS a drug store or 
chemist’s shop abroad... For . instance, 
over there such an establishméht Sells 
Only drugs and medicines. We have no 
stationery bargain counters, no piles of 
fine candies to:’attract the visitor and 
perhaps induce him later to ¢ome back 
for some of our medicines. We have 
no cigar stands. We donot offer a fine 
line of labor saving devicés or luxuries 
of various kinds. indeed, fh entering 


amazed to find that the thing of least 
importance sold: in thé establishment 
seemed to be drugs and medicines, and 
that they were relegated td. a small 
portion of the establishment at the rear. 
Of course many of such establishments 
are palatial, but in Europe we have 
found that to be engaged in the sérious 
business of. dispensing drugs,- we can- 
not do much with ‘side lines,” if you 
call them such.

Tramways in’ San ‘Luis Potosi 


Earning More Than Formerly, 
Says Chairman of Board. 


SO. IS THE VERA CRUZ LIN!

Thomas Ford of London, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Sah Luis 
Potosi Tramways Company, has errived 
at the Astor on his way to Mexictd. He 
says that the street railways of San /# 


Luis Potosi ‘have not: been: affected by | 


the revolution; on the contrary, that the 
last four weeks have shown a subéstan- 
tial increasé in profit. As a chartered 
accountant in London, Mr. Ford is in 
touch with many Bnglish companies 
and individuals that have investments 
in Mexico.. He says that while there is 
considerable impatience among English 
investors over the “ watchful waiting” 
policy, itis recognized among them: that 
the TesponsSibliity for taking any step 
looking toward. intervention. must rest 
with the United States. 
he revolution does hot seem to have 

disturbed conditions in San Luis Po- 
tosi,”. said Mr. Ford. yesterday. “1 
imagine the city is out of the révolu- 
tionary belt. fhe tramways were oper- 
ated for'many years by an old Mexican 
company, and were acquired by our 
English company only three or -four 
years. ago. Until two yélrs ago they 
were mule linés, but two years ago our 
Directors started: in to. electrify them, 
at a cost apptoaching £100,000. During 
the whole work of reconstruction . we 
have kept on. handling the traffic, the 
reconstruction work. being done in. sec- 
tions, and: the: electrifi¢ution. Was com- 
pieted. only. four .ot five weeks ago. 
Since then the earnings have already 
shown a very material, improvement. 

“TL lived in Mexico sr f from 1898 to 
1906,”". said. Mr. Ford, and practiced 
my profession there. “Of. course, the 
ttldings of Hnglish nh pape in the coun- 
t amount:to -hund of millions, in 
mines, railroads, ‘banks, and Govern- 
ment bonds, England occupying the sec- 
ond position with regard to property in- 
vestments.in Mexico. it is rather a re- 
markable thing that during all the 
troubles down there the English-owned 
railway,. from Vera Cruz to Mexico 
City, about 300 miles long, has never 
been: interfered with, and the earnings 
of the .cOmpany have. even increa: 
during. the revolutionary period. ‘That 
is probably due to the fact that the Na- 
tional Railways have been so disor- 
ganized that traffic that formerly eén- 
tered from the north and possibly from 
Tampico has necessarily been diverted 
to Vera Cruz, because it has been prac- 
tically impossibie to send anything into 
the southern: part of the Republic -ex- 

cept through ‘the port of Vera Cruz.

MUST PAY HOTEL FIRE LOSS 


Ampersand Co. Wins Suit Against 
Insurance’ Concerns. 


weradat tel N. Y., March 31.—The Am- 
rsand Hotel Company will receive ap- 
proximately $100,000 insurance on_ its 
otel, property, which burned. at Lower 
Saranac Lake several years as: entail- 
ing a loss of more than $200,000, as a re- 
sult of a decision handed .down to-day 
By the Court of Appeals. The amount 
of insurance in litigation was divided 
among thirty-ni companies, and test 
cases brought by* two of them were-de- 
cided in favor of the hotel owners. 

In refusing to pay the claims for damp, 
age the insurance companies ‘alleged 
that the owners-of the hotel had. formed 
a conspiracy to burn it, but*that before 
the plan was carried out the hotel 
burned, either by accident or through 
the agency of some other persons. Nev- 

> ie the insurance companies as- 

ed that even if the alleged conspir- 
mein had not accomplished its object, it 
increased the moral hazard of the risk 
and voided the insurance. 

The courts refused to sustain this de- 
fense, and held, in effect, that even if a 
conspiracy Had existed, but had not been 
carried out, it would not serve as a bar 
to the i fenton of the. policies. The 
Court of Appeals uphejd the action of 
the lower courts.

tant public question.’ 

On the other hand; if the course ad- 
vocated by the critics of the special ¢lec- 
tion were taken thére. would be a delay 
of an entire year‘in the election, ni¢et- 
ing and reporting of the Constitutional 
; Convention; and the Constitution which 
it did report would be Submitted in 1916, 
“which is the-year of the next Presiden- 
tial election. .The submission of the 
fimdamental law. of the State during a 
Presidential election would be a most 
unfortunate complication. 

Every voter is entitled to his opinidén 
as to whether or net it would be desir+ 
able to have the Constitution reconsid- 
ered and revised. But no criticism can 
justly be leveled at the proposal to re- 
vise the Constitution because that pro- 
posal is submitted at a special election. 
Under any circumstances: Constitutional 
révision is a long process, and thé facts 
‘I have cited show, I‘ Believe, that the 
schedule under which it is now prdposed 
to attempt itis exceptionally satisfac.

DUBLIN, Irland, March 31.+-Timothy 
Daniel. Sullivan, journalist, Irish home 
rule .Jéader, and author of “‘ God Save 
Ireland,” died here to-day in his’ eighty- 
seventh’ year. * Sullivan was a native of 
Bantry, County Cork. For twenty years 
he was a Nationalist Member, of the 
House of Commons, and for two years 
in succession, 1886 and 1887, was Lord 
Mayor of Dublin. 

In 1881 Sullivan was prosecuted with 
the late Charles Stewart Parnell and 
eighteen others at State trials in Dublin 
for. connection with the. Land .League 
movement. The: jury disagreed. Sulli- 
van was imprisoned for. two months in 
1888 -for a press offense against the 
Coercion act, the publication of. reports 
of “ suppressed branches.’ of the Land 
League. While “in Tullamore ‘jail he 
wrote his ‘*‘ Pdison Poems.’’ He was 
prosecuted several other times, but es- 
caped. punishment.
